IMPORTANCE OF THE ELECTION 
IN NEW YORK.

ELECTIO N FORECASTS. 
O pinions of W ashington Politicians R e­ 
garding T o-day’s Elections. 
[Copyright, 1887, by the California Associated Press.) 
W ashington, November 7th.—[Special ] 
The Democratic officials here are greatly 
interested in the result of the elections to­ 
morrow in New York, Ohio, Massachusetts, 
Virginia and Maryland. Many- heads of 
divisions and clerks in the deuartiuents 
have gone home to vote. The greatest in­ 
terest centers in the result in New York, 
and almost us much feeling is shown over 
the contest for District Attorney in the 
city of New York as in the State ticket. 
The latest news received from that State 
indicates a very close election, with the 
odds in favor of Grant, the Republican 
candidate for Secretary of State. Should 
New York go Republican, the politicians 
here think it will put Cleveland out of the 
race as a candidate for re-election. Should 
Fellows beat Nicholl tor District Attorney 
in the cityT, and the State go Republican, 
it will make Mayor Hejritt, of New York, 
a prominent Presidential candidate. 
The latest advices from Virginia indicate 
the election of a Democratic majority in 
the Legislature, which means the election 
of ex-Congressmen Barbour as United 
States Senator to succeed Riddleberger. 
Mahone has made a very active canvass, 
and the Republicans are not without hope 
that he may be successful. 
Ohio is regarded as surely Republican, 
and Maryland will undoubtedly be carried 
by the Democrats. 
Massachusetts Republicans here are con­ 
fident that Ames will be re-elected Gov­ 
ernor by a reduced majority, but Loveriug’s 
friends in the Administration think there 
is a chance for a one-legged candidate. 
DEMOCRATS ALWAYS VOTE. 
W ashington, November 7th.—It is stated 
at the Treasury Department that all the 
Democratic clerks in that department from 
the States of New York, Maryland and 
Virginia have gone home to vote at the 
elections to-morrow, but that clerks of 
Republican proclivities seem to show little, 
if any, interest in the election. Assistant 
Secretary Maynard. Solicitor McClure and 
Second Assistant Butler are among the 
prominent Treasury officials who have 
gone home to vote. 


CHAM BERLAIN. 
A rrival of O ne or the B ritish F ishery 
Com m issioners. 
N ew Y o r k. November 7tb.—The Cunard 
steamer Etruria, ou which Chamberlain, 
Member of Parliament, was a passenger, 
arrived this morning The revenue cutter 
Manhattan took the illustrious visitor from 
the Etruria and landed him at the barge 
office, where he was received by William 
Lane Booker, British Consul-General, and 
Hon. William Smith, Deputy Minister of 
Marine to Canada. 
‘‘W hat about the mission upon which 
you have come over?” was asked. 
‘‘Well, of course, as a diplomat I cannot 
state anything definite as to exactly what 
course of action I am going to take up in 
my efforts to make an amicable settlement 
of existing unpleasantness about the fish­ 
eries. I caunot see why the slight difficulty 
that does exist cannot be settled quickly 
and easily. I intend to stay here some 
time. I will remain in New York a few 
d tys, and later, should there come an ad­ 
journment of the Commission, I intend to 
spend a couple of months studying the in­ 
stitutions, etc., of your country. I intend 
to do that, anyway, whether before or 
after I have completed my official busi­ 
ness.” 
Chamberlain was asked fur an expres­ 
sion of opinion on the Irish question, but 
asked to be excused, and continuing, said : 
"I am here as a diplomatist, and will say 
nothing whatever about my opinions on 
home politics during the continuance of 
my mission. If an int, rview with me on 
that subject is published it will be a fraud.” 


ANCIENT RUINS. 
R eported R ecent D iscoveries of B urled 
Cities in A rizona 
W a s h in g t o n , November 7th.—A report 
has been received here that Professor Cush­ 
man, who has charge of the Government 
exploring expedition in southern Arizona, 
has unearthed a whole city there, and ex­ 
humed two thousand skeletons. The loca­ 
tion is about eighty miles northwest of 
Tucson, near the junction of Sait river 
with the Gila. 
[The above is probably an exaggerated report 
growing out of recent statements made by Lieu­ 
tenant Cushing, who has for several years made 
his home among the remnants of the Zuui In­ 
dians in their villages near Tucson, in Arizona. 
From time to time statements have been made 
of buried ruius of ancient cities, and Lieuten­ 
ant Cushing—who is now in San Francisco—re­ 
lated to one of the pap rs there the particulars 
of the recent uncovering ot the ruins of an old 
city with macadamized streets, etc.—Eds.]

overwork. At the suggestion of friends he 
appeared before the Board of Naval Sur­ 
geons to-day. who made a thorough exam­ 
ination of his case.

W ashington, November 7th.—The War 
Department lias received through General 
Terry advices from General Ruger under 
date of the Crow Agency, Mont., Novem­ 
ber 5th, corroborating in the main the 
fight as mentioned in the press dispatches. 
The casualties to the soldiers were one 
corporal killed and ten privates wounded. 
The behavior of the troops was excellent. 
THE RENEGADES IN THE GVARD-HOUSB. 
W ashington, November 7th.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Interior late this afternoon 
received a telegram from Indian Inspector 
Armstrong at the Crow Agency, saying 
that the refractory Indians were all de­ 
livered and in the guard-house, but one. 
He will be delivered to-night. No more 
trouble need be feared. General Ruger 
agrees with the Agent in the suggestion 
that the prisoners be sent to Fort Snelling 
at once, and held until their further dis­ 
position is decided upon. 
SUPERSTITIOUS REDSKINS. 
The Indian village was in a state of ex­ 
citement last night over the alleged visit of 
the spirit of Sword-Bearer, who bad prom­ 
ised to come again and lead them out of 
their trouble. 
It is reported that twelve Indians were 
killed but their bodies have not been fouml. 
The wounded soldiers and Indians are do­ 
ing well. 
CANNOT IN TER FER E.

BOMB FIENDS. 


WHAT THE CONDEMNED MEN SAY 
ABOUT THE II-MBs. 


Lingg Denounced as a M onoma­ 
niac—Opinions as to tlie Gov­ 
ernor’s Action.

S pring field (111.), November 7th.—The 
Governor's mail tliiB morning was com­ 
posed of a little over one hundred letters, 
nearly all of which related to the Anarch­ 
ists’ case. This is an increase over any 
previous day in proportion of the r quests 
for clemency. It is also said to be some­ 
what greater than yesterday. Chicago, as 
usual, furnishes the bulk of the mail on 
this subject, and a considerable number of 
the letters are marked “ personal ” or ’'con­ 
fidential." 
The amnesty people have their tables on 
the streets again this morning, but there 
seems to be less disposition on the part of 
the people to sign the petition than on Sat­ 
urday, and but few uames are being se­ 
cured. 
THE BOMB-MAKER. 
Chicago, November 7th.—Louis Ungg 
was defiant and sullen this morning. 
He put on his oldest suit of clothes, put his 
feet upon his little iron cot and began to 
read a paper. Every few moments he would 
jerk his head around and stare through the 
grated door with a wild look. He said 
nothing, but was watchful of the clusters of 
reporters and the suspicious, muscular 
bailiffs. He was nervous. He would lean 
against the wall, sit down on the edge of 
the cot, get up, put his elbows on the cross 
bars of his cell and rest his face on his 
hands. His favorite attitude was to stand 
firmly erect, fold his arms over his broad 
chest and gaze out, bristling and ferocious. 
Mrs. Schwab, Mrs. Engel and Mrs. Par­ 
sons came to see their husbands, but the 
best they could do was to call out “ Good 
morning,” and send up the papers. No 
packages of any sort were allowed to go in. 
Nina Van Zandt was there. “ Good 
morning,” Bhe called out to Spies. 
“ Good morning.” he returned, and that 
was the end of the dialogue between them. 
She wrote a note, which the jailer read and 
sent up to Spies. 
All the mail was broken and examined 
this morning for the first time since the 
imprisonment and telegrams were torn 
open and read. All private communica­ 
tions with their friends are stopped and 
will continue to be until the day of the exe­ 
cution. 


GOVERNOR OGLE8RT. 
B elief T h at H e W ill Do Hi? Dnty, Re- 
gardie?s of T hreat?. 
Sprin g field, November 7th.—A repre­ 
sentative of the Associated Press called this 
afternoon upon a number of Governor 
Oglesby’s friends, in order to learn, if pos­ 
sible, their views as to his probable action 
in the Anarchist case. Judge Matbeny, of 
the Sangamon County Court, said: “I 
have known Governor Oglesby intimately 
for forty years, and whatever he decides to 
do in the case he will do, regardless of the 
threats of violence or other efforts. He is 
a sympathetic man, and I would not be 
surprised if he commuted the sentence of 
two or three of them.” 
Hon. William Springer said: "I have 
known Governor Oglesby long enough to 
kuow that he has the moral and physical 
courage to do his duty, as he understands 
it. He will not be swerved by threats of 
violence, but will dispose of this matter on 
the ground of public policy, and I will be 
satisfied with his decision, because he is 
giving it his patient consideration.” 
Hon. S. W. Smith, President of the Illi­ 
nois National Bank, said: “I would not 
be surprised if the Governor commutes the 
sentence of two or three of the condemned, 
if he can see his way clear to do it. He is 
a very kind man. There is no douht there 
are different degrees of guilt in the oases of 
these men. I am confident, However, that 
no threats of violence will deter the Gov­ 
ernor from conscientiously performing his 
duty as he understands it.” 


T H E I’RISONERS IN TER V IEW ED . 
The O ther? D eclare Llngg a C rank abont 
Hombft—E ngel's Poison. 
Chicago. November 7tli.—Phis afternoon 
some parties who have been working for 
the commutation of the sentence of the 
•condemned men asked Spies to say what 
he knew about the bombs found in Lingg’s 
cell yesterday. Spies wrote out a long 
statement, which was subsequently signed 
by I’ielden and Schwab. It denies any 
knowledge of the bombs, and intimates 
plainly that tlie signers consider Lingg a 
monomaniac. 
Fischer wrote a statement in which he 
said he could not understand the affair at 
all. He could not believe that Lingg in­ 
tended to take the lives of the jail officials 
who had treated him with so much kind­ 
ness, nor did he think a man of Lingg'a 
courage desired to commit suicide. 
ekgel’s attempt at suicide. 
Engel to-day told Dr. Grav, the jail 
physician, that on Saturday he had taken 
sixteen morphine pills, which had been on 
liis person since the trial. They had no 
effect, and that night he drank live or six 
teaspoonfuls of laudanum. 
Dr. Gray said the only explanation of the 
man being alive was that the morphine 
pills had lost their strength in the year and 
a half that Engel had carried them, and 
the laudanum was probably purchased in 
some cheap drug store, as "it was adulter­ 
ated and quite weak. 


CHANGED H IS MIND. 
E ngel R epudiate? Hi? F orm er "L ib erty 
o r D eath ” L etter. 
Chicago, November 7th.—Engel is re­ 
ported to have said to a representative of 
the Amnesty Association this afternoon 
that his letter given to the public a short 
time ago, in which he expressed himself 
like Parsons—as wishing liberty or death 
—was forced from him by a powerful out­ 
side influence, the nature of which he dares 
not divulge. He also said the letter was 
not even written by him, but was penned 
outside the jail, lie alleged that thus be­ 
ing compelled to utter sentiments which 
he did not feel at heart had broken him all 
up. He also declared that, against his will 
he had been prevented from signing the 
petition which Spies, Fielden and Schwab 
had addressed to the Governor.

AVhat the L eader of the Untied L abor 
Committee Ha? to Say. 
Springfield, Nov,>nihr-r 7th.—A portion 
of the committee ol' the United Labor 
party, who come to intercede with the Gov­ 
ernor in behalf oí the condemned Anarch­ 
ists, arrived here this evening. The mem­ 
bers talked freely regarding their mission. 
When asked what effect the finding of the 
bombs in I.ingg's cell would have, Mr. 
Dixon said : “ The effect, so far produced, 
is a deplorable one, and the delegation in 
th¡3 city to night would be ten times as 
large 
it is had not this matter been pub­ 
lished broadcast. I do not know whether 
it is really true that the bombs were 
secreted iri the cell by Lineg, but 1 can say 
this: If it is proven beyond a douht, after 
further investigation, that the bombs were 
there with his procurement, no one can 
conscientiously oak clemency lor him. If 
Lingg wanted to insure, the hanging of 


himself and all bis comrades, he conld no 
have done a inore likely thing to obtain 
that end than to secrete those bombs, just 
as he is allege! to have done.’’ 
Lat-*r in the evening Mr. Dixon scanned 
cbisely the press dispatches from Chicago 
to leuru if pasible w • 
it had been 
definitely ascertained oil Lingg had con­ 
cealed the bombs in his cell, or whether 
there was ground for the belief that they 
had been placed there by the officials for 
purpose of aggravating public sentiment. 
Mr. Dixon asserted that if he believed the 
bombs were placed in the cell by Lingg. 
with the full knowledge and consent of his 
comrades, he would never present a petition 
to the Governor in their behalf. 
The G overnor H ard a t W ork. 
Springfield, November 7tb.—Not over 
an hour was spent by the Governor in his 
office to-day. lie made a brief visit to the 
State House about 3:30, and returned to 
the Executive Mansion at 4:30. The 
whole day was consumed in the considera­ 
tion of Anarchist petitions, pro and con. 
Friends of the condemned Anarchists 
expect Nina Van Zandt to come to-morrow 
or Wednesday to accompany the delega­ 
tions to the Capitol.

A KAY O F 6U N H G IIT. 
Speculation C aused ».y th e Tory Schem e 
for H om e Rule.

Dublin, November 7th.—The disclosure 
of the Tory home-rule Bcheme cabled on 
Friday has started speculation afresh as to 
the course of the Government when Par­ 
liament meets. The general tenor of the 
Tory comment upon it reveals their will­ 
ingness to adopt some plan, if it would be 
accepted by the Irish people, and there is 
little doubt that Salisbury might go very 
much farther than this without exciting 
much dissatisfaction among his followers. 
Balfour’s speech, with its policy of sheer 
exasperation, the success of which he does 
not expect until the remote future, has 
caused the Tories considerable chagrin, and 
they hear with relief that their leaders are 
thinking of other schemes of policy.

BAD AIK AND WRETCHED FARE. 
D ublin, November 7th.—The Governor 
of Tullamore jail to-day refused the de­ 
mand of Mr. Moorhead, a Catholic Magis­ 
trate, to see O’Brien, but on learning that 
the Magistrate had a legal right to hold in­ 
tercourse with the prisoner, sent for Moor­ 
head and informed him that the desired 
interview would be granted, stipulating, 
however, that he himself should also be 
present. Moorhead says tlie atmosphere in 
O Brien's cell, together with the bread-aud- 
water diet, is likely to have a fatal effect on 
a consumptive person. 


AGAIN ALARM ING. 
R enew ed Cause for A nxiety A bout tha 
G erm an Crown P rince. 
London, November 7th.—Dr. Mackenzie 
telegraphs from Ban Remo as follows in 
regard to the condition of the German 
Crown Prince: “ There lias been a recur­ 
rence of the growth lower down in the 
throat. I am issuing unfavorable bul­ 
letins.” 
Dr. Mackenzie states that a renewal of 
the discharge of pus from the Crown 
Prince’s throat rondéis necessary a difficult 
and complicated cutting operation of tlie 
larynx.

B e r lin, November 7th.—Drs. Schroerer 
and Krause have been ordered to Ban 
lter.io. where the Crown Prince ij staying, 
and Prince William, his eldest son, will 
start for that place tonight.

P aris. November 7th.—The trial of Gen­ 
eral Caffiirel, Mine. Limousin, Mme. Ra- 
tazzi and General d’Andlau. for selling 
Legion of Honor decorations, was com­ 
menced to-day. All the defendants were 
present except General d’Andlau. 
General CaiTJrel admitted entering into 
business relations with Maie. Liraoazin in 
order to obtain resources to relieve his em­ 
barrassments. He interested himself in 
applications for the Legion of Honor decora­ 
tions socially to oblige Mine. Limouzin. 
He never received any money for them. 
He denied thnt he divulged the plan for 
the mobilization of the Se/enteenth Ariuv 
Corps. 
A Strong F riend of Irelan d . 
L ondon, November 7th.—Baron Woiver- 
ton, who died suddenly at Brighton yester­ 
day, was a atanch friend of the Irish 
cause.

The inquiry is made for a statem ent of 
just what the Chicago Anarchists and o th ­ 
ers of their kind in this country demand. 
It is difficult to answer ; indeed not satis­ 
factorily possible. These precious rascal 
themselves scarcely know what they want, 
except beer, idleness ami plenty without 
labor. The idea has pervaded all religions, 
says Lavelye, th at there must Is? destruc­ 
tion of all things mundane as a condition 
precedent to rejuvenation. T he wav to 
new earth and a new heaven has been pro­ 
claimed for ages to be through the prostra­ 
tion of all things upon this sphere, and 
their purification—for want of a better 
term —by destruction. The same reasoner 
says that the Anarchists of our time, de­ 
nying the existence of a Deity, projwse to 
take the m atter of destruction into their 
own hands, and General Bryce, in consid 
cring that statem ent in a recent essay 
concludes 
that Lavelye’s 
judgment of 
Anarchist promptings and aims arc correct, 
T hat writer, however, thinks the anarch­ 
ism we arc now confronting is an interme­ 
diate stage in “ Internationalism .” T hat 
name was bom of trade-unionism, and re­ 
ceived its first impetus from the Interna­ 
tional Exhibition of London in 1862. 
Internationalism , says General Bryc* 
who has more concisely than many stated 
the case, had for its aim the drawing of all 
nations into one vast trade union ; but, as 
Hepworth Dixon showed in his “ History 
of the Internationale,” the seeds of disrup­ 
tion were sown at the very start—the men 
of different nationalities could not agree 
upon the means for the attainm ent of the 
end. 
T hat is, French, English and Rus­ 
sian ideas of proceeding proved non-assim- 
ilable. 


The N ihilists rejected the idea of one 
state managing the affairs of the world, 
and so went to the other extreme of de­ 
claring for no management at all. They 
would have simply “ nothing.” 
Later, 
however, they have agreed in Russia upon 
a demand for a constitutional government, 
at least for temporary purposes. 
Behind 
this, however, there is reason to lielieve 
there is the same hope th at inspiires the 
sincere Anarchist—the destruction of all 
present social systems and the erection of a 
new order, in which jiersonal rights, as we 
recognize them in our Declaration of In ­ 
dependence, 
shall 
be 
unknown, 
and 
the 
whole, 
so 
to 
speak, 
shall 
ab­ 
sorb 
all 
individuality. 
As 
General 
Bryce puts it, the Internationale would 
have one state for all, the A narchist 
would have no state for any. 
B ut after 
all, he thinks the latter the logical se­ 
quence of the former doctrine, since it 
would lie impossible for one government to 
» *rve all the countries of the world. 
N'ostag is quoted to show the alwurdity 
of the Internationale doctrine of a part­ 
ies. government made up of formless com­ 
munes, a government without seat or 
limbs, or power to enforce its decrees 
Nostag sneered at the idea of nationality, 
saying : “ Nations, countries, are no longer 
more than words. 
N ationality, the result 
of birth, is an evil.” 
In this countrv and 
this present year, our Anarchists pronounce 
the stars and stripes “ A suit of prison 
stripes; Presidents, unvarnished kings;” 
law, a thing to lie destroyed; order, restraint 
of human rights; all government, some 
ijKicies of desjKitism, no m atter what its form; 
the marriage relation an arbitrary decree 
binding where there should be absolute 
freedom; parentage a mere incident of 
perpetuating the species, and not to in­ 
volve responsibilities. 
“ Stab the law,” 
cried Fielden, at the H aym arket, May 4, 
1886; 
'k ill it, stab it till it lives 110 
m ore; it is a badge of slavery. 
Anarchy 
is Eden, anarchy is Paradise; freedom to 
do, to come, to go, to live, to die, take and 
use without law or decree, and east away, 
that is freedom indeed.” 
“All Governments are domineering pow­ 
ers,” says the Alarm, an A narchist organ 
of Chieago. 
“ By making ourselves mas 
ters of the use of dynamite we can admin­ 
ister instant death to any and every person 
who attempts to continue to claim personal own­ 
ership in anything. 
Our war Is not against 
men, but against systems; yet we must pre­ 
pare to kill men who try to defeat our 
cause. 
The rich are onlv worse than the 
poor because they have more power to 
wield this infernal property right. 
H ail 
to the Revolution, Dynamite. 
N othing 
but an uprising of the people, and a burst­ 
ing oj>en of all stores and storehouses to 
the free access of the public, and a free ap­ 
plication of dynamite to every one who 
opposes, will relieve the world of this in­ 
fernal nightmare of property and wages. 
* 
* 
* 
Assassination proi>erly applied Is 
wise, just, humane and brave.” 
The Anarchist, another of the Chicago 
organs, says: 
“ All government we hate. 
H e who would war successfully must equip 
him self with all implements adapted to 
destroy his opponents. 
* 
* 
* 
We 
strive toward the overthrow of the exist­ 
ing order of things.” 
Parsons, one of the Chicago A narchist 
orators, aud the most intellectual of the 
lot, says: 
“ \\ e need no President, no 
Congressmen, no police, no militia, and n« 
Judges. Rise and let us exterm inate them 
all. 
Woe to the police or m ilitia they 
send against us.” 
Engel, one of the condemned, said in the 
Anarchist, in opposing the eight-honr law : 
“ W e reject reformatory measures as use­ 
less play. 
* 
* * 
All endeavors of the 
working classes not aiming at the over­ 
throw of existing conditions of ownership 
are to us reactionary.” 
Not only do these 
Chicago revolutionists preach destruction 
of all ownership, but destruction of all na­ 
tionality, and they boldly proclaim love of 
country, national pride, attachm ent to 
land, to be morally criminal. 
Property ownership, ambition to ac­ 
quire, being destroyed and government 
overthrown, the state of chaos August 
Spies prayed for the night of the H ay­ 
m arket massacre, would be at hand, and 
then all that civilization has made pre­ 
cious being gone, we would begin to live 
in a state of savagery, which is the only 
true “A narchist ’’ condition of absolute 
equality. 
“ The A narchist,” says General Bryce, 
who thus put the whole m atter in a nut­ 
shell, “ would have no liberty at all unless 
he were a king.” 
H e adds: 
“ To the 
very civilization which he tvould destrov 
he owes his im munity in vaporing as he 


does;” a fact the American Anarchists 
completely ignore. 
Baknnih ir. his revo­ 
lutionary catechism, says the revolution­ 
ist is a man under a vow; he must be en­ 
tirely absorbed in one single interest, one 
single thought, one single passion—de- ! 
struction of society. 
“ But,” asks the 
General, “ would it not fee difficult to main­ 
tain the force weeded to destroy society ? 
to discipline a force to do it, that in 
turn must be disintegrated ? ' 
Knowledge is to 
go with property; 
printing presses, machinery and schools 
are alike declaim ed against by Bakunim 
who says, “ Ignorance is holy and whole­ 
some.” 
But knowledge is not possible of 
suppression; he who does better than an­ 
other any one thing has greater knowledge 
and so it would come about th at anarchism 
and ignorance could not withstand th e de­ 
cay, inevitable progress would ]K>int out in 
them as taking place contemporaneously 
w ith the acquirement of skill. 
All this is very unsatisfactory. 
Not all 
the speeches and writings of the Chicago 
Anarchists will convince the calm mind 
that their anarchical doctrine is anything 
less than a most confused jum ble of insane 
ideas, at war with themselves, history, 
facts of the present and the past, the am­ 
bitions, hopes,desires and alleetionsof men. 
Yet the preachers of such doctrines, hav­ 
ing done murder to emphasize them, and 
thus fallen under the ban of the law that 
in 
the fullness 
of 
personal 
liberty 
guarantees such preaching as this, they 
find sickly sentim entalists and cowardly 
men of means (whose purses measure the 
size of their souls), thin-blooded clergy­ 
men, and demagogic and soulless poli­ 
ticians, all claiming to be friends of order, 
law and civilization, to put up pleas for 
their salvation from the just penalty of 
the law, whose descending arm they have 
invoked, and which will fall and crush 
them—if not to-dav, to-morrow.

THE GRAND JURY REPORT. 


The report of the G rand Ju ry of this 
county, to put it very mildly, is disap­ 
pointing. 
W hile no one is oblivious to 
the difficulties under which the jury la­ 
bored, yet very much more of vigor was 
expected in their 
report upon public 
abuses. 
I t is incomprehensible, for in­ 
stance, th at the jury should have been 
unable to say anything more definite than 
this concerning the violation of the lot­ 
tery law: 
“ We are morally certain that 
lottery tickets are sold in certain cigar 
stores and upon the streets, yet the police 
say: ‘ Of my own knowledge I know noth­ 
ing of such things existing.’ ” 
How was it th at with this moral convic­ 
tion the jurors were unable to report with 
certainty and legal precision? 
W hile 
they m ight not indict for the violation, it 
was w ithin their province to have pointed 
out so distinctly where the offenses exist, 
that the proper officials could no longer 
ignore their duty. 
W hat everyone else in 
the city knows the jurors ought to have 
been able to reduce to a legal certainty 
The jury can hardly excuse itself for 
casting suspicion upon all the deputies 
of the Clerk’s office, when they them 
selves say not all 
are 
blame worth v 
It advises the Clerk to remove anv of 
his subordinates upon whom suspicion 
rests of tam pering with jury-llsts and 
boxes; but obviously this is shifting re 
sponsibilitv, and m ight be doing grave in 
justice to the innocent. 
If mere suspicion 
attaches, and nothing more, the Grand 
Jury had far better have remained silent 
There is good advice given to the Super 
visors to exercise more care in making 
jury-lists, and avoid repeating names term 
after term upon their lists, but beyond this 
vagueness, the generality of which ren 
ders the report weak, the suggestions con 
cerning ju ry scandals are w ithout much 
force. 
The ju ry pronounces the F ire 
De 
partm ent to be in a demoralized 
con 
dition, 
but 
most 
annoyingly 
fail 
to point out where the blame rests ; yet i 
must have known. 
In fact, the depart 
ment has just been undergoing a renova­ 
ting process, and order and authority is 
being brought out of confusion, boss-rule 
and disorganization. 
If the department 
has “ not lieen conducted upon business 
principles,” it behooved the jury to have 
informed the people in what respect; to 
have pointed out the specific evils and 
have laid the ax of inquisition at the root 
of error. 
It knows quite as well as any 
one can know that for all the iriction of 
the recent past, the blame is chargeable 
wholly to the interference and domination 
of political bossism. 
Beyond reporting in­ 
ability to find necessary vouchers, the jury 
entirely fails to inform us in w hat respect 
there has been mismanagement or cor­ 
ruption. 
It is rather remarkable that the 
jury should find the firemen “ intelligent 
and competent.” 
There are wholesome recommendations 
in the re}Kirt concerning roads and hos­ 
pitals, and official bookkeeping, and in that 
respect, and the review of the care of the 
county property, the report is valuable, 
but it is more than weak in its reference 
to the police department, as well an unjust. 
If the departm ent is corrupt, as the jury 
says is reported, it ought to have given 
some indication of the seat of the disease ; 
if unable to do so, it should have been 
silent, since its mere reference to supposed 
ills in no wise tends to encourage their re­ 
moval. So, too, relative to the offense of 
gaming and alleged bribery by gamesters, 
the jury certainly, with the knowledge it 
admits it had, could have “ run dow n” 
some small particle of definite, tangible 
fact. As a whole the report is weak, and 
demonstrates the truth of the expression of 
the R ecokd-U xion when the jury was or­ 
ganized—th at it had no detective ability 
upon it, and no positive capacity to search 
out evils and apply, or indicate the remedies 
to be applied.

For the advancement of this section. I 
want to see every portion of this State 
prosper; not any one section in particular, 
but the Commonwealth as a whole, from 
Siskiyou to San Diego, and from the m ount­ 
ains on the east to where the waters of the 
Pacific wash our western shores. One por­ 
tion cannot be prosperous without the 
others deriving some benefit, but the push, 
and energy, and business-like action of the 
people in some portions put them years in 
advance of those who wait patiently for the 
good time coming and do nothing toward 
encouraging speedy settlement. W hile all 
are anxious to secure a good class of im ­ 
migration. some sections go about it, and 
get it, while others meet, resolve, talk and 


ACTUALLY DO NOTHING.
